The same article should be of vi­ 
tal concern to every Sikes ton bus­ 
iness man, preacher, banker and 
landlord. 
Read that article 
and 
substitute Sikeston for Olney. 
We have this condition to face: 
Five men are engaged in Sikeston 
spreading the gospel of unions 
among Shoe Factory workers. We 
have not been advised regarding 
their promises, their method 
of 
operating, dues, organization, and 
what not. One thin* is certain. 
Whatever benefits will accrue 
under the public works act will be 
handed down to Sikeston 
Shoe 
Factory workers whether they be­ 
long to a local union, national un­ 
ion or no union a t all. 
If those factory workers 
who 
have visited wit» the editor and 
asked for definite instruction will 
bear that In mind, they will do one 
of two things: 
1. They will not form a union 
at all, or 
2. They will organize a 
local 
union, keeping the governing body 
within the Sikeston group. 
That is as definite and as sim 
pie as we know how to state it. 
One of the five agitators here is 
opofcting under an assumed name. 
W edo not know whether he is a 
gyp, whether he is on the level, or 
whether he is here 
to defraud 
workers out of ‘dues” for organiza­ 
tion. 
We realize that aXl industry is 
disturbed just now over the form­ 
ation of a code, but we further 
realize that the workers codes as 
they are being drafted will be thor­ 
oughly investigated from two an­ 
gles at least—by the present man­ 
agement of the International Shoe 
Company and by "the staff of Gen­ 
eral Johnson, ¡representing *he ad­ 
ministration. The 
local 
worker 
therefore, if he has found the fac­ 
tory administration 
satisfactory, 
will be protected. 
Several workers here have told 
us that “muon organizers” 
have 
promised a wage scale for Sikeston 
which will be identically the same 
as that in effect in Boston, St. 
Louis or any otter large shoe man 
ufacturing city. 
About that we wish to make an­ 
other very definite statement. 
No union organizer if he is on 
the level will make that statement 
because it is an obvious falsehood. 
Unions have been in existence 
for many years in 'various trades, 
but the pay scale for Fodunk, a 
city of 6000 is entirely different 
than the scale in a city of 600,000 
or 6,000,000. 
The worker in Po- 
dunk can belong to the same Union, 
carry the same card as his city 
brother or cousin, but his pay scale 
is figured at the Podunk rate and 
not on the basis of the city wage 
scale. 
Local workers should keep that 
in mind. 
Finally, we again refer you to 
the Olney, 111., article as publish­ 
ed in the Daily Mail.

Clarkton, Mo., July 25.—Mayor 
A. V. Rice of Clarkton has teen 
notified by the Federal Emergency 
Administration of Public Works 
that the city's application for a 
$20,000 loan for building a munici­ 
pal water plant has been approved, 
subject to the closing of the con­ 
tract. 
So far as is known, Clarkton is 
the first town in the State to have 
public works project approved 
This application was put into the 
Government while the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corporation 
was 
functioning. 
Interest in the loan will be 4 per 
cent, and Clarkton is expected to 
receive a 80 per cent grant from 
the Government in building 
the 
plant. The Government will take 
a lien on 75 per cent of the plant’s 
earnings until the project is paid. 


Grain Salvage 
at Mill A Is 
In Last Stage 


Kennett, Mo., July 25.—The city 
of Kennett is advertising for bids 
on a $30,000 sewage disposal plant, 
a bond issue for which was voted 
in April. Members of the Council 
expect to »ell the bonds to toe 
Government under the termf of the 
Industrial Recovery Act, but if the 
Government will not take them 
private individuals have offered to 
buy them. 
Members of he Council believe 
the bonds can be retired without 
levying a special tax. 
The water 
and sewer department of the city 
have a surplus sufficient to defray 
approximately one-third of the cost 
of building the plant, and 
under 
the same management of that de­ 
partment, there would be sufficient 
profit to retire the bonds as.they 
become due, it is contented.—Pest- 
Dispatch.

Cotton and Potatoes 


Cotton and potatoes are not usually associated. 


Books on agriculture are silent on the subject, and 
even the endless variety of phamplets produced by the 
ever-faithful Department of Agriculture fail to men­ 
tion the connection. 
Yet, we insist in all seriousness that cotton and 
potatoes this year are very closely associated, and we 
in equally serious vein insist that Furry of Scott, Dar- 
nall of Butler, Nance of New Madrid and other 
neighboring county agents read and heed this message. 


Time is here to plow up from 25 to 50 per cent of 
the growing cotton crop. Some of the acreage ‘ 
Southeast Missouri has already been plowed under. 
m 


Without reflecting upon Jthe wisdom or foresight 
of our county agents, or for that matter upon the 
judgment and mental caliber of cotton producers, ten­ 
ants, share croppers and|or landlords, we advise the 
planting of at least one bushel of seed potatoes per ten­ 
ant in the ground which now supports or will have 
supported cotton to be destroyed. 
Pressing needs for clothing and food, old debts, 
etc., can and will no doubt consume the cotton checks 
received or to be received. 


But winter is also coming. With it will come a 
shortage of work, very little cash reserve, no food and 
hundreds of applications for Red Cross aid. And Red 
Cross aid is going to be hard to get this winter! 
Therefore, we believe it would be wise to plant 
fall potatoes NOW. Seed potatoes can be purchased. 
Part of that cotton money to be received can be used 
to pay for that, but that detail should be worked out 
jointly by the county agents, farmers, tenants, and 
those who make it their business to supply seed. 
Potatoes should be planted at once. 
Therefore some system should be worked out to 
get a carload or half car immediately, pledging cash 
payment out of government checks. It is a job, we 
realize, but one which will pay dividends before the 
snows of December and January fly, or we miss our 
guess. 
There IS a connection between cotton and potatoes 
this summer and fall of 1933! 
And as an afterthought, we might add that white 
dry beans might be substituted in an emergency in 
place of Irish potatoes. The main point at issue is to 
plant something easily stored, and something with 
sufficient food value to keep body and soul together, 
and both off of charily lists this winter.

to employees in the Industrial Re­ 
covery law. 
On July 1 a ballot election was 
held by employees of the 
Shoe 
Factory, at which each employee 
expressed a preference as to their 
method of dealing with the 
em­ 
ploying company. These two meth­ 
ods voted upon were: 
Shall employees enter 
one 
of the two shoe makers’ Un­ 
ions which would treat with 
the employing Company or 
Shall employees form their 
own 
factory 
organization, 
which would treat with 
the 
company as to their mutual in­ 
terest? 
By a vote of 2 to 1 the employees 
decided for the latter plan, which 
was to treat with the employing 
company through their own factory 
organization. 
Now, representatives of a shoe 
makers’ union are here to book the 
employees of the Shoe Factory. The 
citizens of the community want the 
factory to run and the employees 
want it to run. Both want the 
highest wages possible paid to the 
employees, but above all they want 
the factory to run. 
The facory originally was made 
possible by two things: 
The fact that this commun­ 
ity was free from national la­ 
bor unions, and 
The fact that citizens of 
Olney paid the 
International 
Shoe Company $100,000 cash 
to secure the location of the 
factory here. 
The good will of the employing 
company to the Olney plant has 
been in evidence time and again. 
The same superintendent is on the 
job, who started the factory. When 
shoe factories in the East were 
idle, due to labor 
troubles, 
the 
Olney plant went on operating. In 
the 12 years of the factory’s his­ 
tory, the only tribe when operation 
was halted entirely was 
in the 
trying last two months of 1931. 
That record is remarkable 
when 
considered in connection with what 
happened to many other plants. 
Shoe factory employees 
should 
consider the interests of the com­ 
munity, which has provided 
this 
great workshop, along with their 
own interests. They are mutual. 
The question is plain. 


its own merits 
It should keep itself in such a 
position that if the International 
Shoe Co. can sell shoes to keep it 
running, employees and citizens 
want this factory to be FREE to 
operate. They do not want it sub­ 
ject to the orders of a Union which 
may want to use it as a club to 
adjust some situation in the East 
or in the larger cities, where la­ 
bor difficulties are common. 
Employees of the factory will be 
told that their wages will be 
in­ 
creased by uniting with the Union. 
It is safe to say that the employees 
of the Olney plant will 
receive 
wages equal to any other locality 
whether they become members of 
the Unon or not. Whatever code is 
adopted by employer and employ­ 
ees in all the shoe risking indus­ 
try of the country, '-hat code will 
apply at the Olney plant, and it 
does not need the intervention of 
any Union to bring it about. 
This result 
will 
come 
about 
without payment each month by 
factory employes of a large sum 
of money in the form of dues. 
The young men and women em­ 
ployed at the Olney factory are 
competent to 
guide their own 
movements in their relations to the 
employing company.—Olney (111.)

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History Can Repeat Itself 


In 1860 the federal government 
cost the average citizen $2.08 per 
year 
In 1931 the cost of government, 
for all units, was $107.37 per cap­ 
ita. 
In 1013 the total cost of govern­ 
ment was $2,900,000,000, and 
in 
1919 $7,500,000,000, and in 1931 it 
was $14,000,000.000. 
In 1929—a year of inflated pros­ 
perity—the total tax of the Amer­ 
ican people amounted to 16 per 
cent of their incomes. 
In 1931—a year of bleak depres­ 
sion—it amounted to 28 per cent. 
The current year may be the most 
expensive in our history, with the 
exception of the war period. 
How much of the increase in the 
cost of government, federal, State 
and local, can be laid to waste, is 
problematical. 
But there 
is 
no 
question but that it runs into the 
hundreds of millions for there are 
scores of bureaus, commissions and 
inflated 
governmental 
payrolls, 
many of which 
simply duplicate 
the work of others. 
We have permitted the govern­ 
ment to go into various tax-exempt 
business ventures in competition 
with the livelihoods of private citi- 
sens who are forced to pay 
the 
taxes to maintain the competition. 
More and more money is going 
into tax-exempt government bonds 
instead of taxable, labor employ­ 
ing investments. The result is in­ 
creased unemployment 
and 
dis­ 
tress. 
History shows many examples of 
taxing a people until they repudi­ 
ate tax obligations. 
Unless 
all 
units of government retrench, it is 
not impossible to 
force 
such 
a 
tax crisis in our own country. 


Danger of Governmental Relief 


The new farm bill is swinging 
into action. 
The government will 
undertake to 
balance 
production 
and demand to improve the farm- 
■ner’s financial condition to 
ease 
the burden of mortgages, and 
to 
raise the prices of his produce. 
While this may be 
temporarily 
beneficial it will 
be permanently 
harmful, if the farmer as an indi­ 
vidual, comes to depend on govern­ 
ment to solve his 
problems 
and 
smooth his path. That is always 
the trouble with governmental aid 
measures, no m atter how carefully 
they are drawn—they are apt 
to 
create a feeling of dependence 
in 
the beneficiary that 
leaves 
him 
helpless when aid has been taken 
»way. 
The wise farmer will recognize 
the bill for what it is—an effort 
carry him through 
a 
critical 
period and give him 
a hand 
in 
traightening out his troubles, 
so 
hat he may stand on his own feet 
thereafter. Lasting farm progress 
comes from the farm er’s own ef­ 
fort. 
It must be the reflection of 
his own will, his own aggressive­ 
ness, his own courage, if it is to be 
permanent. 
During the next few years there 
‘s one agency that will be of vital 
importance—the 
farm 
co-opera­ 
tive. 
It is the agency through 
which the individual 
farmer, 
in 
company with his neighbors, may 
fight his own batles and win his 
own victories. Long after govern­ 
mental relief is no longer neces­ 
sary the co-operative will remain. I 
No matter 
how 
often 
we may 
change our ideas of what attitude 
government should take toward th e , 
farmer the co-operative idea 
is 
fixed and will not be dislodged. And 
«his is the 
time for farmers 
to 
work their hardest 
in advancing! 
he interest of their co-operatives.;

GEOLOGIST SAYS MAN 
ORIGINATED IN AFRICA 


Under and pursuant to Section 13 of House Bill numbered 514 passed by the 
Fifty-seventh General Assembly of Missouri and to the Official Proclamation 
of the acting Governor of Missouri made and issued on the 25th of July. A. D. 
1933, under and pursuant to the provisions of said Act. notice is hereby given 
of a proposed amendment of the Constitution of the United States and of the 
times and places of electing and nominating delegates to the several mass 
meetings and conventions called under the provisions of said Act and by the 
Proclamation of the acting Governor. The said Proclamation of the Governor 
is In words and figures as follows, to wit: 


P R O C L A M A T I O N 
I, FRANK G. HARRIS, Lieutenant-Governor and Acting Governor of the 
State of Missouri, by virtue of the authority In me vested by law, do hereby 
make the following official Proclamation: 
1. The Congress of the United States of America having proposed an 
amendment to the Constitution of the United Stat'es and having submitted 
such amendment to the several states for ratification by conventions, which 
said proposed amendment Is as follows: 


“Section 1. The Eighteenth Article of Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States Is hereby repealed. 
“Section 2. The transportation or importation into any state, territory, 
or possession of the United States for delivery or use therein of intoxicating 
liquors, in violation of the laws thereof, is hereby prohibited. 
“Section S. This Article shall be inoperative unless it shall have been 
ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by conventions in the several 
states, as provided in the Constitution, within seven years from the date 
of the submission hereof to the states by the Congress.’’ 


AND House Bill No. 614, passed by the 57th General Assembly of Missouri, 
and which Is now the law, authorizing the Governor by proclamation to call 
an election for the election of delegates to a State Convention, to be held for 
the purpose of voting upon the ratification of any amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the United States of America, proposed by the Congress thereof, 
and submitted to the several states for ratification by the convention method:

and voting district, of all counties and cities in the State having less than 
three hundred fifty thousand (350,000) Inhabitants, shall meet in mass conven­ 
tion. 
Said mass conventions shall meet at places in such precinct or voting 
district as shall be designated by the county court or board of election com­ 
missioners of such counties or cities, and elect four (4) delegates, qualified 
electors of such pcecinet or voting district, to attend a county convention to 
be held at the County Seat of such county on the date and fiour fixed by me 
in this Proclamation: the qualified electors attending each such precinct or 
voting district convention shall divide into two (2) groups, one (1) favoring 
and one (1) opposing the proposed amendment, and each group shall elect 
two (2) delegatee to said county convention. 


3. I hereby fix Wednesday, July 26th, 1933, as the date and 3:00 o’clock 
P. M. as the hour upon which the qualified electors of each precinct and voting 
district, of all counties and cities in the State having three hundred fifty 
thousand (350,000) inhabitants or more, shall meet In mass convention at 
places in such precinct or voting district to be designated by the board or 
boards of election commissioners of such counties and cities, and elect two 
(2) delegates, qualified electors of such precinct or voting district, to attend a 
^senatorial district convention to be held on.the date and hour and at the place 
in the senatorial district hereinafter fixed by me in this Proclamation; tho 
qualified electors attending each such precinot or voting district convention 
in all counties and cities having three hundred fifty thousand (350,000) «habi­ 
tants or more shall divide into two (2) groups, one (1) favoring and orfe (1) 
opposing the proposed amendment, and each group shall elect one delegate 
to said senatorial district convention.

It is well for the people to be­ 
gin to understand that each citizen 
is a separate Santa Claus, 
who

him by his government.

Dried corn is not only a very 
economical item in 
the 
family’s 
fall, winter and early spring food 
budget, but because of its delicious 
flavor is even preferred to canned 
com by many families. 
There are 
several methods of drying 
sweet 
com, but two of these have been 
especially recommended 
by 
the 
home economics specialists of the 
Missouri 
College of Agriculture. 
They are as follows: 
Methods 1.—Pick the com when 
just at the best 
roasting 
stage. 
Shuck and cut off all wormy 
or 
decayed portions. 
Drop in boiling 
water and boil as for table use 8 
to 12 minutes. Cut off the cob and 
spread on tray % to % inches deep 
and dry at a temperature of 130 
to 140 degrees F. 
This tempera­ 
ture can be obtained by setting it 
on the oven door or in the oven, if 
the fire is kept very low, or 
the 
corn may be suspended above the 
stove. 
If dried out in the 
sun 
and breeze, it will take from 12 to 
18 hours. 
Stir the com frequently 
to separate the grains and 
break 
the masses. 
When the com 
is 
sufficiently dried, the grains 
will 
be hard and will break like glass. 
Method 2.—Select roasting ears 
when at their best eating stage. 
Shuck, silk, and cut corn 
from 
ear as for table use. 
To each 12 
cups of com add 1 cup of sweet 
milk and 1 cup of sugar. Stir them 
well. Put in a very moderate oven 
one-half hour each day for 
three 
days, stirring 
frequently 
during 
each oven period and at least three 
times each day in addition. At the 
end of the 
third 
day the 
com 
should be completely dry. 


O R. Johnson, Chairman of the 
Department of Agricultural Econ­ 
omics at the Missouri College of 
Agriculture answers a pertinent

certainly be higher than if farm­ 
ers had not reduced production. 
Consequently the 
farmer would 
realize, in addition to the cash ben­ 
efits on acreage retired from pro­ 
duction, an improved price for the 
wheat that he did grow 
It seems fairly clear that for 
most Missouri wheat growers tak­ 
ing 15 to 20 per cent of their acre­ 
age out of wheat production would 
not create a very serious problem 
in readjusting the farming system. 
The benefits derived from this re­ 
duction may easily be sufficient to 
f ay all the taxes on the 
entire 
arm in a great many cases, or will 
certainly pay very high rent for 
land thus removed from the 
duction of wheat.

NEW PLAN TO TRAP 
CHINCH BUGS ADVANCED 
BY MISSOURI COLLEGE 


A new plan for chinch bug con­ 
trol has recently been developed 
by the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, says C. A. Helm of 
the 
department of 
field 
crops. 
This 
consists of the early fall seeding of 
winter barley to serve as a trap 
crop and at the same time to furn­ 
ish considerable pasture. 
To use this plan, the ground 
is 
prepared the same as for wheat; 
then the winter barley is drilled in 
late August, early September, 
or 
as soon as sufficient moisture 
is 
available. 
It 
can 
be 
pastured 
lightly in the fall. 
In the spring 
the barley can be pastured 
until 
April 15 or May 1, then plowed 
under and immediately disked, har­ 
rowed, rolled and drilled to 
soy­ 
beans for hay or seed, using 60 to 
90 pounds of seed to the acre. 
The winter barley will 
attract 
the chinch bugs. 
In early spring 
the adult bugs will 
leave 
their 
winter quarters and concentrate on 
the winter barley in preference to 
wheat or oats. By plowing the 
land early before the barley is de­ 
stroyed and before the bugs have 
left the field, but after they have 
laid their eggs, a practical control 
is afforded, thus saving the oats,

It Is the Great Chalice of Anti­ 
och. earliest existing vessel thought 
to have been connected with the 
Holy Eucharist According to an 
outstanding authority on archaeol 
ogy and early Christian art, Dr. Ar 
thur B. Cook of Queen’s College, 
Cambridge, England, it raises the 
presumption that the cup it con­ 
tains might be the very vessel used 
at (lie Last Supper. 
The Chalice, according to Dr. 
Gustavus A. Eiseu, to whom was 
entrusted the renovation and pre­ 
liminary study of the vessel, dates 
from the First century A. D.t and 
probably was constructed between 
50 and 70 A. D. This opinion is con­ 
curred in by Dr. Cook, by Dr. A T. 
Oluifitead, president of the Ameri­ 
can Oriental Society, and by many 
other authorities. Some, however, 
hold that the Chalice Is of a later 
date,probably of the Fourth century. 


Constantly Guarded. 
The Chalice is the most impor­ 
tant Item of the Kouchakjl silver 
treasure, which includes book cov­ 
ers, a plain silver cup and a cere­ 
monial cross, all of silver. They 
were discovered In 1910 by Arabs 
digging a well or a cellar in the 
city of Antioch. 
The Chalice is displayed In an 
appropriate setting at A Century of 
Progress Exposition, and is guarded 
night and day.

of

wrought, 7.56 inches high, standing 
on a pedestal and holding a cup 
which would contain about two 
quarts of liquid.

Cotton and Potatoes 


Cotton and potatoes are not usually associated. 


Books on agriculture are silent on the subject, and 
even the endless variety of phamplets produced by the 
ever-faithful Department of Agriculture fail to men­ 
tion the connection. 


Yet, we insist in all seriousness that cotton and 
potatoes this year are very closely associated, and we 
in equally serious vein insist that Furry of Scott, Dar- 
nall of Butler, Nance of New Madrid and other 
neighboring county agents read and heed this message. 


Time is here to plow up from 25 to 50 per cent of 
the growing cotton crop. Some of the acreage in 
Southeast Missouri has already been plowed under- 


Without reflecting upon .the wisdom or foresight 
of our county agents, or for that matter upon the 
judgment and mental caliber of cotton producers, ten­ 
ants, share croppers and (or landlords, we advise the 
planting of at least one bushel of seed potatoes per ten­ 
ant in the ground which now supports or will have 
supported cotton to be destroyed. 


Pressing needs for clothing and food, old debts, 
etc., can and will no doubt consume the cotton checks 
received or to be received. 


But winter is also coming. With it will come a 
shortage of work, very little cash reserve, no food and 
hundreds of applications for Red Cross aid. And Red 
Cross aid is going to be hard to get this winter! 


Therefore, we believe it would be wise to plant 
fall potatoes NOW. Seed potatoes can be purchased. 
Part of that cotton money to be received can be used 
to pay for that, but that detail should be worked out 
jointly by the county agents, farmers, tenants, and 
those who make it their business to supply seed. 
Potatoes should be planted at once. 


Therefore some system should be worked out to 
get a carload or half car immediately, pledging cash 
payment out of government checks. It is a job, we 
realize, but one which will pay dividends before the 
snows of December and January fly, or we miss our 
guess. 


There IS a connection between cotton and potatoes 
this summer and fall of 1933! 


And as an afterthought, we might add that white 
dry beans might be substituted in an emergency in 
place of Irish potatoes. The main point at issue is to 
plant something easily stored, and something with 
sufficient food value to keep body and soul together, 
and both off of charity lists this winter.

farm 
agent, on the wheat allotment pro­ 
gram, much preliminary work 
has 
been done.

In 1931 the cost of government, 
for all unit«, was $107.37 per cap­ 
ital. 
In 1913 the total cost of govern-; 
ment was $2,900.000,000, and 
in 
1919 $7,500,000,000, and in 1931 it! 
was $14,000,000.000. 
In 1929—a year of inflated pros-, 
perity—the total tax of the Amer-| 
ican people amounted to 16 per ■ 
cent of their incomes. 
In 1931—a year of bleak depres­ 
sion—it amounted to 28 per cent. 
The current year may be the most 
expensive in our history, with the 
exception of the war period. 
How much of the Increase in the 
cost of government, federal, State 
anti local, can be laid to waste, is 
problematical. 
But there 
is 
no 
question but that it runs into the 
hundreds of millions for there are 
»cores of bureaus, commissions and 
inflated 
governmental 
payrolls, 
many of which 
simply duplicate 
the work of others. 
We have permitted the govern­ 
ment to go into various tax-exempt 
business ventures 
in competition 
with the livelihoods of private citi- 
tens who are forced to pay 
the 
taxes to maintain the competition. 
More and more money is going 
into tax-exempt government bonds 
instead of taxable, labor employ­ 
ing investments. The result is in­ 
creased unemployment 
and 
dis­ 
tress. 
History shows many examples of 
taxing a people until they repudi­ 
ate tax obligations. 
Unless 
all 
units of government retrench, it is 
not impossible to 
force 
such 
a 
tax crisis in our own country.

Danger of Governmental Relief 


The new farm bill is swinging 
into action. 
The government wall 
undertake to 
balance 
production 
and demand to improve the farm- 
nier'd financial condition to 
ease 
the burden of mortgages, and 
to 
raise the prices of his produce. 
While this may be 
temporarily 
beneficial it will 
be 
permanently 
harmful, if the farmer as an indi­ 
vidual, comes to depend on govern­ 
ment to solve his 
problems 
and 
smooth his path. 
That is always 
the trouble with governmental aid 
measures, no m atter how carefully 
they are drawn—they are apt 
to 
create a feeling of dependence 
in 
the beneficiary 
that leaves 
him 
helpless when aid has been taken 
away. 
The wise farmer will recognize 
the bill for what it is—an effort 
to carry him through 
a 
critical 
period and give him 
a hand 
in 
etraightening out his troubles, so 
that he may stand on his own feet 
thereafter. Lasting farm progress 
comes from the farm er’s own ef­ 
fort. 
It must l>e the reflect ior of 
his own will, his own aggressive­ 
ness, his own courage, if it is to be 
permanent. 
During the next few years there 
„¿s one agency that will be of vital 
importance 
the 
farm 
co-o|>era- 
tive. 
It 
is the agency through 
which the individual 
farmer, 
in 
company with his neighbors, may 
fight his own batles and win his 
own victoi ies. 
Long after govern­ 
mental relief is no longer neces­ 
sary the co-operative will remain. 
No m atter 
how 
often 
we may 
Change our ideas of what attitude 
government should take toward the 
farmer the co-operative idea 
is 
fixed and will not be dislodged. And 
»this is the 
time for 
farmers 
to 
work their hardest 
in advancing 
lie interest of their co-operative«.

North America during which

crept as far south

several advances and retreats of

IN ANSWER TO A LADY1S LETTER

Dried corn is not only a very 
economical item in

budget, but because of its delicious 
flavor is even preferred to canned 
corn by many families. There are 
several methods of drying 
sweet i 
com, but two of these have been! 
especially recommended 
by

home economics specialists of the 
Missouri 
College oi Agriculture. 
They are as follows: 
Methods 1.—Pick the com when 
just at the best 
roasting 
stage. 
Shuck and cut off all wormy 
orj 
decayed portions. 
Drop in boiling 
water and boil as for table use 8 
to 12 minutes. Cut off the cob and 
spread on tray V* to % inches deep , 
and dry at a temperature of 130! 
to 140 degrees F. 
This tempera­ 
ture can be obtained by setting it 
on the oven door or in the oven, if 
the fire is kept very low, or 
the 
corn may be suspended above the 
stove. 
If dried out in the

and breeze, it will take from 12 to 
18 hours. Stir the com frequently

O R. Johnson, Chairman of the 
Department of Agricultural Econ­ 
omics at the Missouri College 
of 
Agriculture answers 
a 
pertinent 
question now being asked by many 
Scott County and district 
wheat 
growers.

The question ia: “ What will the 
the acreage adjustment plan for 
wheat growers mean to Missouri 
farmers”. 
Mr. Johnson answers the query 
as follows: 
A few figures computed for 
a 
fairly typical county will perhaps 
be significant. 
First, the five-year 
average yield of wheat for Missouri 
is approximately 19.6 million bush­ 
els. If we assume 50 per cent of 
this production is humanly consum­ 
ed in our 
domestic 
market, 
it 
means approximately 
10 
million 
bushels on which Missouri farmers 
would he eligible to receive 
the 
30 cent benefit the first year. This 
means that this 
fall 
and 
next 
spring approximately three million 
dollars would he distributed to Mis** 
souri 
wheat growers, 
assuming 
that all growers take advantage of 
this contract plan. 
Fairly typical of the State 
is 
Pike county, whose wheat farmers 
grow 284,000 bushels as a five-year 
average. 
If all Pike county grow­ 
ers took advantage of the plan, it 
would mean that this fall and next 
spring there would be distributed 
among these growers 
a total 
of 
$42,600 or approximately $£!T per 
wheat farm. The average 
Pike 
County wheat growers produces 42 
acre* of wheat. The average yield 
is 13.5 bushels or the 
production 
per farm is 567 bushels. 
If Pike 
county farmers were required 
to 
take 20 per cent of their wheat out 
of production, 
they would reduce 
their acreage by 
8*4 
acres per 
farm. 
In other words, the bene­ 
fits received would amount to $10 
per acre for the acreage they are 
required to take out of production. 
This acreage probably would 
be 
seeded to pasture or forage crops, 
which we may assume would have 
a value of $1.50 per acre, making a 
total income from the acres taken 
out of production 
of $11.50 
per 
acre. Additional benefits may also 
be expected, since the presumption 
is that with wheat acreage in our 
State and others cut by something 
like 15 or 20 per cent there would 
be a material 
improvement 
in 
the price of wheat relative to the 
prices of other farm products. 
In 


other words, 
wheat price 
would 
certainly be higher than if farm­ 
ers had 
not reduced 
production. 
Consequently the 
farmer 
would 
realize, in addition to the cash ben­ 
efits on acreage retired from pro­ 
duction, an improved price for the 
wheat that he did grow 
It seems fairly clear 
that 
for 
most Missouri wheat growers tak 
ing 15 to 20 per cent of their acre- 
wh 
age out of wheat production wouid 
not create a very serious problem 
in readjusting the farming system. 
The benefits derived from this re­ 
duction may easily be sufficient to 
pay all the taxes on 
the 
entire 
farm in a great many cases, or will 
ertainly pay very nigh rent 
foi

A new plan for chinch bug con­ 
trol has recently been developed 
by the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture, says C. A. Helm of 
the 
department of field crops.

consists of the early fall seeding of j 
winter barley to serve as a trap 
crop and at the same time to furn-. 
ish considerable pasture. 
To use this plan, the ground 
is 
prepared the same as for wheat; j 
then the winter t>arley is drilled ini 
late August, early September, 
or 
as soon as sufficient moisture 
is 
available.

lightly in the fall. 
In the spring 
the barley can be pastured until; 
April 15 or May 1, then plowed 
under and immediately disked, har­

The winter barley will 
attract 
the chinch bugs.

TH E DOWN SWING 
The first movement of the down 
swing is made by the left arm. 
The left arm, with the 
wrists 
fully cocked, is pulled down, until 
the left hand is opposite the right 
leg.

BEEN USED AT LAST SUPPER, IS SHOWN AT WORLD’S FAIR 


C hicago, July -X-, —

N O B JE C T of reverence 
to millions of Christians 
L and one of the earliest 
relics of the faith is enshrined 
in the Hall of Religion at A 
Century of Progress, Chicago’s 
1933 Exposition. 
It 1* the Great Chalice of Anti- 
orb, earliest existing vessel thought 
to have been connected with the 
Holy Eucharist. 
According to an 
outstanding authority on archaeol­ 
ogy and early Christian art, Dr. Ar­ 
thur B. Cook of Queen’s College, 
Cambridge, England. It raise* the 
pr* sumption that the cup It con­ 
tain*» might !*e the very vessel used 
at lhe T.ast Supper. 
The CtMillce. according to Dr. 
Custavus A. Elseu. to whom was 
entrusted the renovation and pre­ 
liminary study of the vessel, dates 
from the First century A. D„ and
